- TEL AVIV, April 10 CUPH.— 
Premier Go] da Meir described 
the Israeli raid on Lebanon today 
as a “very marvelous” operation. 

The armed forces chief of staff, 
Lt. Gen. David ELazar, said two 
Israelis were killed and tno 
wounded in the simultaneous raids 
against eight guerrilla taj^ets in 
Beirut and coastal Sidon. 

Mrs. Meir told parliament, “It 
was very marvelous because we 
killed the murderers who were 
planning to murder again. Shining 
pages will be written about this.'* 

Gen. Elazar called it a "serious 
blow” to the guerrillas. 

Three Palestinian guerrilla lead- 
ers, Kamal Nasser, Karoal Adwan 
and Mohammed Yonssef Najjar 
(known as Ahon Youssef), were 
slain in their Beirut apartments 
by the raiders. 

Eight Targets Hit 

Gen. Elazar described the raids 
as a combined naval, air and 
paratroop operation. He said the 
raiders spent about two hours on 
Lebanese soil, striking seven guer- 
rilla targets in Beirut and a 
garage of the el-Fatah guerrilla 
organization near Sidon, south 
of the capital 

“This operation can be regard- 
ed as a retaliation” for the guer- 
rilla attacks on an Israeli S AI 
airliner and the home of the 
Israeli ambassador in Nicosia, 
Cyprus, yesterday. Gen. Elazar 
said at a news conference. 

He said' the troops encountered 
. resistance from, guerrillas and 
Lebanese soldiers, “who tried to 
interfere" in the operation. 

Gen. Elazar refused to go into 
details of the operation, but a 
military spokesman said no heli- 
copters were used and there were 
no air strikes. 

The reason for this attack was 
the intensification of the ter- 
rorist activity in Europe and 
other places during the last 
month." he said. "Most of these 
terrorist acts failed, but we have 
to fight against the' phenomenon 
of terrorists acting against Is- 
raeli targets." 

He said Lebanon “has to draw 
conclusions from this operation, 
because there Is no possibility to 
honor the sovereignty of Lebanon 
and Its capital when there is com- 
plete freedom tor the terrorists 
In Lebanese territory.” 

He hinted there might be 
w jj mflw r raids in the future: T'm 
not sure that we shall not be 
forced to continue this kind of 
operations, and that because of 
one reason— which is that Leba- 
non is the center of terrorist or- 
ganizations.”

National Unity Regime Seen as Coal 

Salam Quits as Lebanon Premier 


' BEIRUT, April 10 (UPI). — Pre- 
mier Saeb Salam said today that 
he has submitted his cabinet’s 
resignation to President Suleiman 
Franjieh. 

Air. Salam did not explain the 
reasons for his resignation, but 
political sources said that it n was. 
probably connected with the foray 
in Beirut fay Israeli raiders earlier 
today. 

Information Minister Khatchlk 
BabUrian said that President 
Franjieh win decide tomorrow 
whether to accept the resignation. 


Other government sources said 
that Mr. Franjieh. had asked Mr. 
Salam to “freeze" his resignation 
tor 24 hours. 

Political sources said that for 
same time now Mr. Salam has 
been under pressure from his 
political rivals to resign. 

•One of these 'rivals- Js-'KausSl 
Jumblatt, leader of the Socialist 
Democratic party, and one of the 
staunch supporters of the Pales- 
tinian guerrilla movement. 

The sources also recalled that 
Pierre Jemayel, leader of the 
rightist Phalangist party, al- 


though not a rival of Mr. Salam, 
recently called for the creation 
of a “national unity” cabinet. 

The sources said it was possi- 
ble that Mr. Franjieh and Mr. 
Salam found that the time had 
come for the formation of sueh a 
cabinet. 

'’'The information minister' said 
that M>'. Salam had issued an 
appeal to Lebanese citizens to 
“rally behind President Franjieh." 

Mr. S alam , a 68-year-old Sunni 
Moslem, was named premier Oct. 
13, 1970. The political veteran 
also is interior minister. 


Streets Full of Fedayeen After Raid 

Beirut Witness Describes Night of Fear 


BEIRUT, April 10 CAP).— Bul- 
let-shattered cars littered a street 
in the heart of Lebanon's capital 
and screams rang out from toe 
rubbled houses of the deed In a 
small coastal village on Beirut's 
southern outskirts. 

The Israeli raiders had struck 
again, leaving .civilian victims as 
well as dead Palestinian guerrilla, 
leaders in this Mediterranean city 
mare devoted to pleasure than 
war: 

Lebanese troops, police and 
armored cars patrolled the sea- 
side avenue known as the 
Comiche. Fedayeen in civilian 
clothes and fatigues, armed, with 
bazookas, AK-47 rifles, ma chi n e 
guns and various hand guns 
materialized out of the refugee 
camps onto city sidewalks. 

There was some hostility to 
foreigners. One fedayeen in olive 
drab and a red- checked headdress 
angrily told a crowd of onlookers: 
"The Americans are fighting 
us." 

But a newly widowed woman in 
the village of al-Ouzal screamed 
at same guerrillas outside her 
door: “Your Palestinian presence . 
is responsible far my husband's 
death.” 

In a quiet Beirut street off Rue 
Verdun, residents of nearby 
apartment buildings watched 
fearfully as armed guerrillas 
escorted newsmen to the apart- 
ments of three dead Palestinian 
leaders. 

- a resident of the building 
where ' Kamal Nasser, Kamal 
Adwan and Mohammed Youssef 
Najjar (known as Abou Youssef) 
were slain described his night of 
fear. He refused to be identified. 

“I was sleeping soundly when Z 
woke up to toe sound of shots. 
At first. I thought it was nothing 
Important. I knew there were 
four guerrilla guards in the build- 
ing and I thought they had seen 
someone suspicious and fired 
warning shots. It has happened . 
before. 

-I went back to sleep. Two 
minutes later, I awoke to & mas- 
sive volley of tommy-gun fire 
automatic weapons. I told my ' 
wife and eight children to lie on 
the floor. 

“Then I heard Shouts on toe 
staircase outside our door. I 
couldn't understand the language. 
It wasn't American, Arabic or 
French. I told my wife I think 
toe Israelis are attac king toe 
building. I crawled to the win- 
dow and peeked oat through the 
Venetian blinds. 

“Three explosions rocked the 

bonding and then I saw the Is- 


raelis run out into the street 
below. There were many of them, 
in civilian clothes, and there was 
a woman with them. What a 
woman. ... . Td like to have her 
address even if it is. In Tel Aviv. . , 
She had long blond hair, a fan- 
tastic figure and she was shouting 
orders to the men as if she was. 
toe -leader. 

“Five of the men . fanned out 
around .the building with their 
guns at the ready while the others 
started fiHTwhf ng into three cars. 
One car was a big white sedan. 

“Then two Lebanese police jeeps 
drove up and both sides started 
shooting. - One Lebanese police- 
man was hit as be was climbing 


out of his jeep, another was hit 
inside the jeep and he started 
screaming. The two policemen 
in the other jeep didn't even 
shoot. They Just sat there as the 
Israelis drove away. 

“The whole thing lasted maybe 
20 minutes. We were still too 
scared to leave our apartment” 

Mrs. Adwan, wife of the el- 
Fatah leader, was calm when she 
spoke to newsmen, but became 
hysterical when' she was ap- 
proached. by some of her hus- 
band's fedayeen friends. 

“No, no, I don't want to talk 
to you.” she screamed at them. 
"I wDl only talk to the police and 
the army.”

Assassins 
Burst Into 
Apartments 

BEIRUT, April 10 (UPI i— Is- 
raeli raiders, some in civilian 
clothes, struck into the heart of 
Beirut today and. assassinated 
three Palestinian leaders in a 
residential section of the city. 

In a meticulously planned raid 
that lasted about two hours, they 
also blew up buildings and 
garages— one of them a Palestin- 
ian headquarters — and fought 
street battles with Lebanese 
police and troops. 

A separate Israeli force blew 
up a garage near the south 
Lebanon port of Sidon. 

A Defense Ministry communi- 
que listed Lebanese casualties as 
four killed and 29 injured. The 
dead Included two riot policemen 
and two civilians. 

The ministry did not list the 
casualties »mnwg "non -Lebanese,'' 
which would include the Palestin- 
ians. But the Beirut newspaper 
Al Safa reported that “some 40 
Palestinians were killed or 
wounded.” 

Among the dead was a 70-year- 
old Italian woman who lived in 
the same apartment block as the 
guerrilla leaders and was gunned 
down bn toe general shootout. 

Landed at Beaches 

The Israelis swooped in aboard 
launches at two beaches on Bei- 
rut's southern outskirts. They left 
by the same route. One of the 
beaches was used for American 
Marine landings in 1958, when 
the Lebanese government called 
in toe Marines to fend off civil 
war. 

The Israelis, some dressed In 
civilian clothes, headed straight 
for a gray apartment building in 
a hilly residential district where 
three Palestinian guerrilla lead- 
ers were settling down for toe 
night around 1:30 a.m. 

They shot their way upstairs 
past guards and riddled the three 
Palestinians with bullets. The 
three were Kamal Nasser, official 
spokesman of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization, and el- 
Fatah leaders Mohammed Yous- 
sef Najjar and Kamel Adwan. 

2?ie wife of Mr. Najjar— known 
by the guerrilla name Abou 
Youssef— also was killed, the 
Pales ti ne Revolution Command 
announced in a communique is- 
sued in Cairo. The wife and two 
children of Mr. Adwan escaped 
without injury. 

Guerrilla sources said toe three 
would be given heroes’ funerals 
Thursday in Beirut. Memorial 
services will be held in Cairo and 
Baghdad. 

There were signs that the 
Israeli attackers were helped by 
agents planted in Beirut some 
days ago. The Defense Ministry 
communique said six cars used 
by the Israelis and later found 
abandoned were “rented by 
strangers from car-hire com- 
panies a few days ago.” 

Army Was Warned 
The Lebanese press said the 
army had been alerted to expect 
an Israeli attack of some kind as 
a reprisal for guerrilla attacks on 
an Israeli El Al airliner and the 
home of the Israeli ambassador 
fa Nicosia, Cyprus, yesterday. 

But the raid did not bear the 
stamp of improvisation. The 
most plausible explanation is that 
the Israelis were preparing an 
operation of this kind and that 
the Nicosia incidents simply eased 
toe choice between a limited 
range of dates. 

The newspaper Al Jarida said: 
The Soviet and American ambas- 
sadors had warned toe presiden- 
tial palace and toe Foreign Min- 
istry that Israel had aggressive 
intentions. Defensive measures 
were immediately taken.” 

However, press reports said the 
Lebanese Army clashed with toe 
Israeli invaders only at one point 
— the village of al-Ouzai, south of 
Beirut. In this village, toe Is- 
raelis blew up two buildings, one 
a concrete edifice apparently used 
as a storehouse. 

Newsmen saw three bodies lying 
under blankets near the shattered 
building Local residents said 
they were Syrian workers. 

Houses Blown Up 
In their attack on toe Beirut 
residential area, Israelis 

blew up several houses with 
demolition charges.

Gen. Haig Visits Cambodia- Saigon 


U.S. Airlifting Fuel to Phnom Penh

PHNOM PENH, April 10 
fNYTi .—The United States be- 
gan airlifting fuel Into this be- 
sieged capital today as Gen, 
Alexander M. Haig, President 
Nixon's special envoy, arrived for 
a personal assessment of the sit- 
uation. 

Gen. Haig, the Army’s deputy 
chief of staff, spent only about 
nine hours here, then flew to Sai- 
gon to end a five-day tour or In- 
dochina that has included Thai- 
land and Laos. The general met 
with President Lon Nol here. 

The first planes were scheduled 
to bring in only military fuel, 
U.S. officials said, but they sug- 
gested that later flights might 
carry commercial fuel if efforts 
to ease the critical shortage here 
should fait. 

Communist Insurgents have 
blockaded the highways leading 
to Phnom Penh and the Mekong 
River, virtually isolating the cap- 
ital. 


BONN. April 10 «APi.— In a 
visit that left Bonn’s historic city 
hail scarred by protesters. South 
Vietnam President Nguyen Van 
Thieu was asked today by pres- 
ident Gustav Heinemann for bet- 
ter treatment of political pri- 
soners. 

Mr. Heinemann made the re- 
quest during a 43-minute meeting 
with the Saigon lewder before Mr. 
Thieu left for talks in South 
Korea and Formosa. 

During the meeting. Mr. Heine- 
marra also referred to the past 
four days of demonstrations here 
against the South Vietnamese 
president’s visit and told his guest 
that the protests should be taken 
seriously. 

Mr. Thieu arrived In Bonn 
shortly 3 Iter about 400 baton- 
swinging policemen dislodged an- 
ti-Thieu protesters from the West 
German capital's picturesque.

Thieu thanked Mr. Heinemann 
for humanitarian aid to Vietnam 
during the Indochina conflict, but 
he denied the existence of politi- 
cal prisoners in South Vietnam. 
He said that the Saigon govern- 
ment la holding only criminals 
and Communist prisoners, the 
sources said. 

Mr. Thieu and his party, which 
included his wife. Foreign Minis- 
ter Tran Van Lam and senior 
foreirn affairs and military ad- 
visers. were protected by heavy 
security measures during their 
two-hour visit. 

But they sav few of the scores 
of machine-gun-toting police v.ho 
guarded Mr. Rememann’s presi- 
dential residence, situated In an 
area where demonstrations are 
banned. 

Nor did Mr, Thieu face any or 
the 2.500 demonstrators who took 
over downtown Bonn for a day of 
protests, chanted slogans such as 
“Thieu, hangman of Saigon stay 
out of Bonn" and waved banners 
reading “Down with U-S. impe- 
rialism. arch-enemy of mankind’' 
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This morning, a military 
spokesman reported that govern- 
ment troops had opened Highway 
4 from the capital to the port of 
Kampong Sam on the Gulf of 
Thailand, but there were no im- 
mediate reports that any convoys 
had been able to reach Phnom 
Penh. 

Sunday and yesterday, eight 
ships made their way through a 
gantlet of gunfire along the 
Mekong River to the capital, but 
they were two weeks overdue; 
only three carried fuel and they 
carried only a fraction of the fuel 
needed. 

The government has been 
rationing fuel for cars and 
motorcycles for several days. The 
black market price for a gallon 
of gasoline has jumped from 
about 35 cents to 32, but there 
has been no noticeable decrease 
in traffic. No stranded cars are 
in evidence and the city appears 
outwardly calm.

They said that the fact that 
Mr. Heath took time out lo con- 
fer with Mr. Thieu was designed 
to show Lie British government’s 
continuing support for South 
Vietnam. They made it clear, 
ho? ever, that Britain does not 
want to become involved directly 
with Indochina. 


SAIGON. April 10 i APi. —The 
International Commission of Con- 
trol and Supervision has tempo- 
rarily grounded all helicopters 
lor its representatives, a move 
that seriously curtails the body's 
peace-keeping mission. 

An ICCS spokesman said ail 
four member nations of the com- 
mission— Canada, Hungary. Indo- 
nesia and Poland— agreed to the 
decision, which became effective 
at 7 pm, yesterday. 

On Saturday, all nine persons 
on board a helicopter, including 
four members of the ICCS, were 
killed when it was struck by a 
heat- peeking missile fired by 
the Viet Cong in Qua ng Tri 
Province. Tie other helicopter 
on the peace-keeping mission was 
forced to land because of ground 
lire, but there were no casualties. 

A Canadian, an Indonesian and 
two Hungarian members of the 
ICCS were killed. The other 
casualties were two Viet Cong 
liaison officers and. three crew- 
men. two of whom were American 
and the other a Filipino. 

A helicopter from the Two- 
party Joint Military Commission 
came under small-arms fire over 
the Mekong Delta yesterday, but 
no one was reported injured.

Some Were Startled 

Nevertheless, some Western 
diplomats were startled by the 
U.S. decision to take an even 
greater role in Cambodian af- 
fairs. 

“I’m amazed,” said a diplomat. 
“This is certainly going to get 
the United States involved deeper 
and deeper and it's up to its eyes 
naw.” 

The first surprise for diplomats 
and other observers here came 
a little more than a month ago 
when the United States launched 
a heavy bombing campaign in 
Cambodia in response to the 
latest Communist offensive. 

“Having: read the Paris agree- 
ment. it seemed to us that the 
United States couldn't use air- 
planes here a ad we were wor- 
ried. The situation looked bad." 
a diplomat said today. 

Adminis tration officials have 
argued that the United States 
was justified In using its air 
power in Cambodia on the 
ground that North Vietnam first 
violated the accord by mounting 
the offensive. 


20-Mile Stretch of Road 

PHNOM PENH, April 10 fOPH. 
— Government troops backed by 
UJS. air power cleared the 20- 
mlle stretch of Highway 4 which 
had been controlled by Commu- 
nist troops for the last three 
weeks, the Cambodian high com- 
mand announced today.

Libya Is Said 
To Give Egypt 
Its French Jets 

LONDON. April 10 'Reuters'.— 
The London Daily Express report- 
ed today that the entire Mirage 
fighter-bomber force bought by 
Libya from France is being 
quietly transferred to Egypt. 

The newspaper’s defense cor- 
respondent, Chapman Pincher, 
said that this transfer was au- 
thoritatively disclosed last night. 
He gave no other source. 

"In a massive military airlift 
involving more than 50 cargo 
planes, the whole of the Mirage 
ground -control equipment — radars, 
computers and jamming devices 
—has been transferred from Lib- 
yan to Egyptian airfields in the 
last lew days, ’ the Daily Express 
report said. 

"Transfers of the fighters 
themselves — believed to number 
60. with 50 more or. order— will 
fellow as soon as the equipment 
has been installed.’' 

Could Alter Balance 

The move. Mr. Pincher wrote, 
could substantially alter the 
balance of military power In the 
Arab -Israeli confrontation area 
along the Suez Canal 

The newspaper report said the 
shift of the planes was believed, 
to have three purposes: 

• To show the world, and the 
Arab countries in particular, that 
the political union between Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat of Egypt and 
Mourner Qadiiati of Libya was 
meaningful and not just a paper 
deal 

• It allowed Mr. Sadat to 
mollify his young officers "who 
are thirsting for action against 
Israel.” 

• The switch would also be 
projected as Col. Qadh&fi'a reply 
to the shooting down of a Libyan 
civil airliner which strayed into 
Israeli territory sU weeks ago, 
although the transfer actually 
was planned weeks before the in- 
cident. 

The Daily Express report added 
that the transfer of the planes 
created an embarrassing diplo- 
matic situation for France, be- 
cause the planes were so id for use 
exclusively in Libya's own defense. 

The French government has of- 
ficially warned Libya that if any 
of the Mirage* delivered for the 
defense of Libya ended up in any 
of the countries that took part u 
the 1967 six-day war the rest of 
llic delivery would be canceled.

estine Liberation Organization, 
the umbrella body lor the guer- 
rilla groups. 

Last fall, after the Munich 
Olympic tragedy. Abou Youssef 
was one of several el-Fatah 
leaders described as a leader of 
the Black September terrorists. 
But guerrilla sources said he was 
a moderate who privately op- 
posed terror tactics because he 
felt they hurt the Palestinian 
cause. 

Political Tics 


Little is known about Kamal 
Adwan. 37, the el-Fatah spokes- 
man. He has kept behind -the 
scenes after the guerrilla groups 
unified their information activi- 
ties. two years ago.

Kamal Nasser was ft graduate 
of the American University of 
Beirut -who became recognized as 
one of the Arab world's most 
talented poets in the 1950s. He 
joined the Baafch Socialist party 
and became a senior member 
during the early 1880s when the 
group seized power in Syria and 
Iraq. But he later fell from 
grace and went to live in 
Jordan. 

Mr. Nasser joined the guerrilla 
movement after the 1867 Arab- 
ia raell war. Two years later, he 
was elected to the executive 
committee of the PL£> and be- 
came its spokesman.

AUende Charges U.S. Helped 
ITT in Plotting Against Chile 


SANTIAGO, Chile, April 10 
(UPD.— President Salvador Allen- 
de accused the UJ5. government 
for the first time today of plot- 
ting with the International Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Corp. to 
prevent his inauguration and 
cause civil war in Chile.

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Terror — and War 


Arab guerrillas bombed the home of the 
Israeli ambassador to Cyprus and tried to 
hijack an Israeli plane at the Nicosia air- 
port. The attackers suffered some casualties 
and several were arrested: apart from severe 
damage to the apartment building in which 
the ambassador lived, the attack was a com- 
plete failure. 

Israeli commandos raided the heart of 
Beirut, blew up some buildings, and killed 
at least three leaders of Palestinian guer- 
rilla organisations. The raid, in its own 
terms, was a great success. 

Apart from the far greater efficiency ex- 
hibited by the Israelis, it is difficult to 
distinguish, between the outward circum- 
stances of these two tragic events. Yet one 
was an act of terror, of the kind that the 
United Nations has been urged to suppress 
by International action, while the other was 
an act of war. 

Is there any difference? Acts of terror 
are the work of Individuals or groups, re- 
sponsible to no one but themselves, acting 
outside all forms of International or munici- 
pal law. Acts of war are performed by states, 
who do have a responsibility, however ili- 
defined, to the world community. For them, 
a government, a nation, can be held ac- 
countable. not as individuals but collectively. 
For example, when a helicopter bearing 
members of the International peacekeeping 
commission is shot down in South Viet- 
nam, the nature of the weapons used makes 
that episode a matter of international con- 
cern, for which North Vietnam and Its Viet 


Cong allies must accept responsibility, and 
for which their national (or Ideological) In- 
terests will suffer to some degree. 

Who, precisely, launched the attack In 
Nicosia is a matter of some doubt— .terrorist 
organisations change names with great ease. 
The raid into Beirut, on the other hand, 
was avowedly committed by the armed forces 
of Israel, presumably In reprisal for the 
Cyprus incident and almost certainly as part 
of a distinct policy by Israel to seek to 
repress Palestinian guerrillas and to force 
those countries on whose soli the guerrillas 
have their headquarters to join In the re- 
pression. 

The problem Is that this technique seems 
to elevate terror to the status ol an act of 
war without at the same time making the 
terrorists any more amenable to law. Israel 
has taken on itself the responsibility for 
this technique — and the international con- 
sequences that must inevitably flow from 
it. Moreover, it goes without saying that 
neither the terror in Nicosia nor the war 
In Beirut comes remotely close to the root 
of the matter: the status of the exiled 
Palestinians. 

The Palestinians have not been brought 
one step closer to their homes by the killings 
in Munich, in Khartoum or in Nicosia. But 
has Israel made its own home more secure 
by the killings in Tripoli or Beirut, or by the 
shooting down of the Libyan passenger plane? 
The very fact that the terror and counter- 
terror continue, while peace grows more re- 
mote, Is the grim answer to that. 


The Power and the Purse 


Tt is all too easy to summarize the “battle 
of the budget" in scorecard terms. Last week, 
ior instance. President Nixon tallied his sec- 
ond veto of a “spending" bill and chalked 
■up his first victory when the Senate failed 
to override his veto of the vocational re- 
habflltation act. The Congress won a dif- 
ferent round when the Eighth Circuit Court 
of Appeals ruled that grants from the high- 
way trust fund may not legally be impound- 
ed to fight Inflation. Meanwhile, the Senate 
passed a fiscal 1974 spending celling of $268 
billion; since Mr. Nixon's budget total is 
S268.7 billion, many senators may now start 
to claim that they are $700 million more 
economy-minded than the President. 

But such arithmetic obscures the much 
larger calculation at stake. That is whether 
federal spending policies win be made 
primarily by majorities in Congress — or by 
the President, backed in showdowns by one- 
third plus one of either house. In the con- 
text of this political and institutional 
struggle, the most significant event of the 
past week was the Senate's coupling of ltx 
spending celling with the strong anti-im- 
poundment measure initiated by Sen. Sam J. 
Ervin. The premise of this tough and timely 
provision is that, as a general rule, money 
appropriated by Congress should be spent 
In accordance with the laws. Presidential 
discretion would be minimized. If the total 
outlays approved by Congress snou.d ex- 
ceed a legislated spending ceiling Tor a given 
year, the chief executive would not be at 
liberty to cut wherever he wished, but would 
have to make proportionate reductions across 
the board. Funds could be withheld, lor the 
limited purposes set forth in the Anti- 
Deficiency Act, strictly construed, but t'ne 
kinds of impoundments most treasured by 
Mr. Nixon would be limited to 60 days un- 
less specifically approved by Congress. 

This is drastic medicine — but Mr. Nixon 
has not exactly been modest or tentative 
In asserting his unprecedented claim of 
authority to Impound funds systematically 
to carry out his economic policies and to cut 


or kill programs which he dislikes. Nor has 
the President shown any signs of temper- 
ing his actions or his tone. For instance, in 
his veto message on the bill to prohibit im- 
poundment of rural water and sewer grants. 
Mr. Nixon declared that the measure is not 
only bad policy, which it is, but also “prob- 
ably unconstitutional," which It probably is 
not. 

A frontal congressional challenge to this 
arrogation of power Is doubly important be- 
cause scattershot attempts to save individual 
programs are not likely to promote either 
the programs or the principles involv- 
ed. The sequence of thrusts and parries is 
becoming drearily familiar. Congress ap- 
propriates. The President impounds. Con- 
gress passes a bill to mandate spending. Mr. 
Nixon vetoes the bill. It is a match which 
the administration will usually win, for the 
advocates of a program must muster two- 
thirds in both the House and Senate, while 
Mr. Nixon requires only one-third plus one 
In either house. 

* * * 

Against this scene of squabbles, the Ervin 
amendment stands out as an ambitious 
move in congressional self-defense. From a 
constitutional standpoint such an intiative 
is overdue. From a political perspective, it 
has the defects of Its merits, for It implies 
that Congress is prepared to face the hard 
spending decisions which the legislative 
branch has ducked so often in the past. 
As an approach to fiscal policy. It will work 
only if Congress manages to practice greater 
economic sense and deal with the budget 
far more coherently. This underscores the 
importance of the long-range reforms in 
congressional handling of the budget which 
are now being weighed by a prestigious joint 
committee. If the spirit of reform and reas- 
sert ion persists on Capitol Hill, Mr. Nixon 
may well find that. In the course of winning 
a few budget skirmishes, he has called into 
being a far more capable and resourceful 
Congress— and a less compliant one.

Sabotaging the 'Peace’ 


Continuing Communist attacks against 
helicopters carrying peacekeeping observers 
over South Vietnam raise grave questions 
about the Viet Cong contention that last 
Saturday's incident, in which four members 
of the international Commission of Control 
and Supervision were killed, was merely a 
“regrettable accident." The emerging pattern 
suggests a deliberate attempt to sabotage 
the peacekeeping effort. 

That effort was handicapped from the 
*tart by the vagueness of the Paris settle- 
ment on all matters not pertaining directly 
to the withdrawal of American troops and 
the release of prisoners of war and by the 
apparent reluctance of both sides to lay 
down their arms and move toward a com- 
promise political settlement. Persisting 


flagrant violations of the cease-fire and a 
notable lack of cooperation, especially on the 
part of the Communists, already had seri- 
ously undermined the effectiveness of the 
neutral observers. 

Unless the safety of the observers can be 
effectively guaranteed, their efforts obvi- 
ously will have to be abandoned. This would 
be a tragic step, but one never entirely un- 
foreseeable in the wake of an agreement 
that failed to settle the underlying issues 
of the Vietnamese conflict. The reahty is 
that there are Vietnamese issues that must 
be resolved by the Vietnamese themselves. 
Third parties— and this includes Americans 
—cannot be expected to go on laying’ dovr. 
their lives on behalf of peace where there 
Is no will to make peace.

Even our participation in World 
War n began without congres- 
sional authorization, and war was 
declared only after Pearl Harbor. 
The conflict Is Korea was solely 
a presidential war even though 
President Truman succeeded in 
covering it with the sanction of 
the United Nations- la the case 
of Vietnam, President Johnson 
Induced Congress to delegate its 
war-making power to him in the 
now infamous Tonkin Gulf resolu- 
tion.

If Congress had succeeded la 
stopping the war, the clamor for 
a new war-powers law would not 
now be bo load.

It is estimated that it would 
cost Britain about 9600 million to 
buy Poseidon missiles and to 
modify its four submarines to 
carry them, and to develop MIRV 
warheads for the missiles. De- 
veloping such warheads for the 
Polaris missile would cost some- 
what less; purchasing Trident 
missiles would be sure expensive. 

Under the McMahon Act, the 
united States may not provide 
nuclear weapons technology to 
another country.

VAUVEN ARGUES, France, 
April 10 (AP).

Accompanied by his wife, Jac- 
queline. and his son Paulo, the 
body was taken secretly early 
today from Mougins to this iso- 
lated, mountain-fringed village 
10 mflwi east of Aix-en-Provence. 

Picasso lived In the chateau at 
intervals from 1958 to 1961, and 


Spanish bullfighter Luis Miguel 
Dominguin was a frequent visitor. 
Picasso painted a series of pic- 
tures on the chateau's 3,000 acres 
of shrub-covered hillside which 
he exhibited in Paris in 1962. 
Later he became Involved in a 
dispute with the municipality over 
water rights and never returned 
to the village in the last years 
of his life. 

'Hardly Knew Him’ 

“We hardly knew him," said

Mr. Pavel was one of the key 
figures in Mr. Dubcefs fit-fated 
drive to introduce liberal reforms, 
which were crushed by the War- 
saw Fact invasion of Czecho- 
slovakia in 1968. 

He sought to rid his ministry 
of officials who used Illegal means 
of investigations and, because the 
ministry controls the police, it was 
a highly sensitive post. Hie resign- 
ed under pressure 10 days after 
the invasion. - 

He was repeatedly attacked 
after that in the Czechoslovak 
and Soviet press, which accused 
him of deliberately failing to 
curb the activities of Western 
espionage agents in 1968, and of 
preventing the ministry from 
dealing with “hostile elements” in 
Czechoslovakia. 

He was expelled from toe Com- 
munist party in March, 1970, and 
has been in retirement. His funer- 
al will be held in Prague an Fri- 
day, toe sources said. 

Bom in Novosedly in southern 
Bohemia, Mr. Pavel . joined the 
Communist party in 1932, and 
fought in toe International Bri- 
gade against the Fascists in 
Spain from 1937 to 1939. He com- 
manded a brigade in Barcelona 
and became a general. 

In 1950, he was sentenced to ffi 
years imprisonment in one of the 
Stalinist trials. He was rehabili- 
tated five years later. 

He was interior minister from 
April to August, 1968.

Sen. Proxmire 
Urges Reduction 
In US. Spying 

WASHINGTON, April 10 CAP). 
—Sen. William Proxmire, D„ 
Wis, says covert American in- 
telligence operations overseas 
have brought embarrassments 
abroad and confusion at home 
and should be “cut to the bone.” 

He suggested as much as a bil- 
lion dollars could be saved by 
selectively cutting back intel- 
ligence operations. 

Sen. Proxmire said that al- 
though the full amount of the 
annual intelligence budget never 
has been revealed, estimates have 
ranged from $4 billion to $8 bil- 
lion and that he believes a $6-Wl- 
lkm estimate is about right. 

“The combined effect of my 
recommendations could result in 
savings of from 5500 million to 
91 billion, depending on the exact 
size of the budget,” he said. 

Sen. Proxmire said that secret, 
undercover tactics of American 
spying overseas gradually have 
switched from collecting intel- 
ligence “to becoming involved to 
the domestic affairs of foreign 
countries. In too many cases we 
are substituting clandestine opera- 
tions for sound foreign policy.” 

2 Skyjackers 
Denied Asylum 

NUREMBERG, Germany, April 
10 (API.— West Germany has 
refused to grant political asylum 
to two Czechoslovak miners serv- 
ing prison terms for hijacking a 
Czech plane to Nuremberg and 
wounding its co-pilot last year. 

But the federal Bureau for the 
Recognition of Foreign Refugees 
said yesterday that the two would 
not be expelled to Czechoslovakia 
when they finish serving their 
sentences to six years. 

The bureau said that toe two 
committed a terroristic act that 
could not be justified by political 
motives. They were each sen- 
tenced last July to seven years 
imprisonment for air piracy after 
they hijacked an airliner carrying 
seven passengers an a flight from 
Prague to Marian site Lazne and 
forced the pilot to fly to Nu- 
remberg. The co-pilot was shot 
In the arm when he attempted 
to disarm one of toe hijackers.

PARIS, April 10 (IHT.>.— Prime 
Minister Pierre Mes&mcr told 
parliament today that his new 
government would seek the social 
reforms promised during the 
election campaign, but he warned 
that it would not tolerate public 
disorders and would send the 
police Into high mV'nnis and 
universities whenever they were 
“illegally occupied.” 

Mr. Messmer’s honrlong speech 
in the National Assembly began 
three days of debate that will be 
followed Thursday by a vote of 
confidence on the government's 
program. With a 30-seat major- 
ity. there is no chance that the 
government will lose the vote. 

The prime minister’s presenta- 
tion of the government program 
was followed by a blistering 
speech by Francois Mitterrand, 
the Socialist party leader. Mr. 
Mitterand had the Gaul list dep- 
uties banging their desks to 
anger as he named the new min- 
isters one by one and gave his 
opinion of them. 

The prime minister, in his pre- 
sentation, stressed a number or 
reforms he had promised during 
a campaign speech at Provtos last 
January, including a 1,000-franc 
monthly minimum wage, retire- 
ment at 60 years, increased old 
age pensions and reform of toe 
tax laws. 

Social Injustices Noted 
Returning to one of the prin- 
cipal campaign themes, Mr. 
Messmer said that; France, de- 
spite its wealth, had become a 
land erf social injustice. “We de- 
mand sacrifices from the privi- 
leged,” he said, “to achieve abet- 
ter distribution of wealth.” 

The speech was practically 
free of reference to foreign 
policy, an area which is ap- 
parently becoming the exclusive 
domain of President Georges 
Pompidou. 

Stressing law and order, Mr. 
Messmer made it clear that his 
government would not stand by 
and watch opposition movements 
create another spring of social 
unrest, and warned that he 
would call on the police whenever 
necessary. 

In a conciliatory gesture to 
students who have been striking 
and demonstrating for several 
weeks to protest a sharp cur- 
tailment of military draft defer- 
ments, Mr. Messmer promised 
that the whole question of 
deferments would be re-examined. 

Mr. Mitterrand’s answer to 
Mr. Messmer was something of 
a rarity, even for him. He 
ridiculed the new government— 
and new Assembly President 
Edgar Fame — as the same old 
faces, and said the election last 
month had shown that the 
majority of Frenchmen still vote 
left. 

He called toe inclusion of 
Michel Jobert. toe new foreign 
minister, and Michel Ponia- 


towski, the new minister of 
health and social security, a pure 
political maneuver by Mr. Pom- 
pidou. 

He said that Mr. Jobert. Mr. 
Pompidou's former chief aide — 
one the president has referred 
to as "my Ki s sing er"— had been 
picked as a possible successor to 
Mr. Messmer and rival to 
Fi nanc e Minister Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing for the presidency in 
1976. 

The inclusion of Mr. Ponia- 
towski, Mr. Giscard d’Estaing's 
right-hand man, said Mr. Mit- 


terrand, was an opening to the 
“classical right” the right of big 
business. 

Referring to Mr. FonlatowskTs 
recent book. “Cartes sur Table,” 
Mr. Mitterrand read several pas- 
sages. notably one in which Mr. 
Fonlatowski refers to the UDR 
GauHists as “monarchists and 
Bonapartists.” and another in 
which he accused former Defense 
Minister Michel Debre as having 
made a career of “being wrong.”

PARIS, April 10 (Reuters).— 
Strikers at the state-run Renault 
automobile company voted to re- 
turn to work today after a three- 
week walkout that made more 
than 7,000 men idle and seriously 
disrupted car production. 

The striking workers voted by 
108 to 75 to accept a new Get of 
pay proposals offered by Renault 
yesterday. 

The company threatened to 
withdraw the offer unless the 
strikers agreed to return to work 
today. It warned that Renault's 
entire Paris work force of some 
40,000 men would have to be laid 
off if the offer were turned down. 


2-Train Collision 
Kills 26 in Guinea 

DAKAR. April 10 (AP). — 

Twenty six persons were killed 
and 33 injured in a railroad 
collision in Guinea yesterday, 
Conakry Radio reported. 

Two trains, carrying miners, 
collided head-on on a one track 
line, 25 miles from Conakry, the 
radio said. One of them had not 
stopped at a siding as scheduled 
to allow the other train through.

HANNOVER, April 10 IWP).— 
The Social Democratic party 
iSPD) began its national congress 
here today with observers poised 
for a possible showdown between 
Chancellor Willy Brandt and 
youthful radicals who want to 
force the party sharply to the left. 

The congress is toe first held 
by the Social Democrats since 
Mr. Brandt's center-left govern- 
ment coalition won re-election 
last November. Over the next 
five days, toe 435 delegates as- 
sembled here are supposed to 
chart the domestic and foreign 
policies that toe party will follow 
to the next few years. 

However, the brand of moderate 
pragmatic Socialism preached by 
Mr. Brandt and other principal 
party leaders during last fall's 
election campaign has recently 
come under attack from party 
radicals who want to revive the 
old war cry of a “class struggle 
against capitalism." 

Biggest Problem 

The biggest problem is posed 
by the party’s youth wing, the 
Young Socialists, which is domi- 
nated by strident new-left Marx- 
ists. Along with other »nie* from 
the party's left wing, they have 
been threatening an attempt to 
ram through several overtly 
Marxist and neutralist proposals 
at the congress. 

Creating the biggest controversy 
is a Young Socialist resolution, 
to be debated here, calling for 
the withdrawal of German finan- 
cial support far UB. troops sta- 
tioned to this country. It runs 
directly counter to the Brandt 
government's espousal of strong 
adherence to NATO and it has 
touched off a major debate about 
whether anti-Americanism is 
growing in West Germany. 

In addition, toe leftists will also 
be advocating that toe party take 
a far mare radical Hne in do- 
mestic affairs, inrinding such 
things as progressive elimination 
of private industry and movement 
toward a “pure Socialist state” 
Such ideas are on a direct col- 
lision course with, the moderate 
center-left image that the chan- 
cellor's government is trying to 
project. Along with the other 
ranking figures from toe party’s 
mainstream leadership, Mr. Brandt 
has promised a fight to toe finish 
against toe radicals if they persist 
In advocating extremist positions 
here.

Union Protests Asked 
On French A-Testing 

BRUSSELS, April 10 (AP).— 
Otto Kersten, general secretary of 
the International Confederation 
of Free Trade Unions, today 
appealed to member organizations 
to 90 countries to protest planned 
nuclear testing by France to toe 
South Pacific. 

He expressed full support for 
South Pacific trade-union and 
government efforts to stop the 
tests and requested affiliates to 
consider further steps, including 
union a ction.

Is Shrinking 

33% Cut In Surplus 
^nth U.S. Estimated

TOKYO. April 10 rWF).— After 
& lengthy period of sharp and 
unwelcome growth, the massive 
trade imbalance between Japan 
and the United States Is show- 
ing signs of sbrlnkirig a bit. 

The problem Is not solved by 
any means, and officials on both 
sides say it Is yet too early to 
be sure that a firm new trend 
has been established. Nonethe- 
less, the U-S.-Japan trade figures 
of the most recent months avail- 
able have given rise to cautious 
optimism that the worst may 
be over. 

The Indications of evident pro- 
gress are particularly welcome at 
the moment because of fears here 
that the tough provisions of 
President Nixon's new trade pro- 
gram may be aimed In large 
part at Japan. The UK. trade 
deficit with Japan has been by 
far the largest with any single 
country. 

Improvement Began Last Year 

The bilateral trade deficit grew 
steadily and sharply throughout 
1971 and continued to soar during 
most of last year despite a late- 
1971 yen revaluation and a num- 
ber of import liberalization and 
export restriction measures taken 
by the Japanese government. 

According to both UK. and 
Japanese officials here the im- 
provement actually began late 
last year, but the statistics did 
not pick it up until a few weeks 
ago. 

Beginning in November, UK. 
figures show the trade deficit 
for each month to have been 
smaller than the deficit far the 
corresponding month a year be- 
fore. The month -by-month fig- 
ures in million* of dollars are: 
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French Firms Drop Merger Plans 
Jeumonb-Schn elder audStt MBrlln-Gerin, both 
French makers of heavy electrical equipment, 
have decided to abandon their previously an- 
nounced agreement to merge.

Despite a search of other methods of con- 
solidation. “it has been- Impossible to find satis- 
factory legal and fi nanc i al solutions which would 
have met the industrial objectives of the two 
firms,'* their brief announcement said. They 
will continue to look into the problems involved 
“with the only reciprocal commitment to continue 
their long-standing good relations. ** Belgium’s 
Baron Empain group controls about 81 percent 
of Jeumont-Schneider and Schneider of France 
has 39 percent. 

Salomon Brothers Lost $17 Million 
One of Wall Street's biggest and most success- 
ful firms apparently decided to override the 
advice of its resident wade and found the deci- 
sion a costly one. According to industry sources, 
the firm. Salomon Brothers, had a $17 million loss 
in the first two months of this year. Most of 
the loss, it was understood, came in the form of 
price declines in the firm's holdings of bonds. 
Prices have been declining since mid-January, 
when President Nixon announced Phase 3. iron- 
ically, one of the securities Industry’s most bear- 
ish analysts on debt securities in recent months 
has been Henry wanfmqT^ Rpninr economist for 
Salomon. Mr. Kaufman has been predicting, 
accurately so far, continuing increases in interest 
rates, a trend that pushes down bond prices. 
Willia m R. Salomon, managing partner of the 


firm, declining to discuss month-to-memth opera- 
tions. state that though some months in the 
first half of the firm's fiscal year, which started 
Oct. l. have not been profitable, Salomon is 
“substantially in the black” for the whole six- 
month period.

These results, he added, ore after estab- 
lishment of a reserve for possible losses from 
transactions in Equity Funding Corp. of America, 
the California company that went Into bank- 
ruptcy proceedings following suspension of trading 
in its stock. Salomon handled several large 
blocks of the stock March 26-27, and these trans- 
act Lons are in dispute. 

Whirlpool Sees 20% Jump in Profit 
Whirlpool Corp.’s consolidated first-quarter sales 
jumped more than 20 percent over the year-ago 
period to a record level and "profits Increased in 
that neighborhood," soys chairman and president 
John H. Platts. For the year-earlier quarter, 
Whirlpool, a manufacturer of home appliances 
and supplier to Sears, Roebuck & Co, earned 
$134! million, or an adjusted 37 cents a share, on 
record sales of 5305 million. “March was the 
biggest sales month in our history and April will 
be even better," he says. 

Russia Plans Steel Mill Complex 
The Soviet bloc plans to build an integrated 
steel mill capable of producing 10 minion tons ol 
steel a year in the Kursk Basin of central Russia, 
the Soviet news agency, Novosti Press, reports. 
The project has been approved by the member- 
countries of the Council for Mutual Economic 
Assistance (Comecon). Novosti says the planned 
mill win meet to a considerable extent the steel 
demand of Comecon do un tries, but did not say 
when construction was due to start or «mah 
The mill will be part of a major development In 
the area. Other planned projects, Novosti says, 
Include an atomic power station, a cement plant 
with a capacity of 2 million tons a year, silicate 
and lime factories and various light industrial 
plants.

On the 
basis of these figures, 'advance 
indicators for the spring months 
and interviews with bus i nessmen.

This reflects 
Japan’s currently booming econ- 
omy, which puts more money 
in toe pockets of consumers and 
requires additional raw materials, 
as well as the UK. inflatio na ry 
trend, which has brought in- 
creases in prices. 

The UK. dollar devaluation, and 
t be "floating” of the yen— an ef- 
fective revaluation of about 16 
percent— had little impact on the 
most recent trade figures, since 
the moves took place in mid- 
February. 

Japanese exports to the United 
States have continued to grow 
in the most recent months , but 
at a slower rate th an th e growth 
of UK. exports. MITX's projec- 
tion estimates that Japanese sales 
to the United States will grow 
4.8 percent In dollar value over 
the coming year — but that UK. 
sales to Japan win grow 27-6 
percent during, the same period. 

MITT Officials say dollar sales

Nuclear Deal 
Set by Russia 
And Germany 

BONN. April 10 (AP-DJ).— The 
Soviet Union, embarking on a 
campaign to sell enriched ura- 
nium in Europe, has agreed to 
supply the nuclear fuel for a 
major West German power sta- 
tion. 

The sale, valued at $105 mil- 
lion. marks the first fo”*- 
Russian -enriched u ranium w£ll 
be delivered to Gennany, which 
has depended entirely on UK. 
supplies. The Soviet Union has 
opened similar negotiations with 
Switzerland and Sweden, it was 
learned, and there are indica- 
tions that France also may be 
'interested; The French in the 
past have shipped uranixuh to 
Russia for enrichment as nuclear 
fuel. 

The German government ap- 
proved. the initial Russian agree- 
ment after consultation with the 
United States. Britain and mem- 
bers of the European Atomic 
Energy Community. A spokes- 
man for the German Economics 
Ministry said the United States 
brought pressure on Germany to 
hold down its uranium purchased 
from Russia. 

According to a German agent 
for Licensintorg, the Moscow or- 
ganization that arranged toe 
agreement. Russia Is prepared to 
supply Britain, Belgium and 
other Eoratom member nations 
with fnripji^ ur anium. The 
German purchase “could set an 
Important precedent.” he said, 

“Should West Germany buy 
more enriched uranium from 
Russia, and Britain and Holland 
conclude similar deals,” he said, 
"then America's monopoly posi- 
tion could be weakened.” He 
said the total value of Russian- 
enriched uranium sales to Ger- 
many could reach $210 million if 
all toe present bids by German 
concerns are approved by the 
government. 

Under toe approved terms, 
Rheinisch - Wesfcfael leches Elek- 
trizitaetswerk of Essen will pay 
««h for toe nuclear fuel deliv- 
eries. scheduled to start In 1975. 
for a L2 million-kilowatt power 
station at Muelhelm. The initial 
delivery will be fear one year's fuel 
supply. 

Soviet plants will process toe 
uranium ore, to be delivered from 
undisclosed sources, by enrich- 
ment methods that the Russians 
have not described. According to 
unconfirmed reports, toe Russian 
price for uranium was consider- 
ably lower than that charged by 
the United States. 

German sources said the United 
States Atomic Energy Commission 
hft* used its monopoly position 
in the past to increase prices 15 
percent annually. There are other 
r eports that the United States 
was threatening to stop deliv- 
eries in the 1980s unless cus- 
tomers are prepared to conclude 
binding contracts 30 years before 
delivery and at prices to be dis- 
closed shortly before. 

It was understood that the So- 
viet Union is seeking 25- year . 
delivery contracts with Germany 
and other Euratam members; 
German sources would not rule 
out the possibility that Russian 
competition might change the 
pnftiwH* power plant situation 
thr oughout Eurppc.

Luxembourg 
Reaffirms Its 
Tax Policies 

BRUSSELS, April 10 (Reuters). 
■ — Luxembourg Premier Pierre 
Werner today . assured fending 
bankas that the Grand Duchy 
would not tighten its tax laws 
merely because of pressure from 
its more powerful neighbors. 

Informed sources said that at 
a meeting here Mr. Werner also 
pledged to a delegation of bank- 
ers that Luxembourg^ strict 
banking secrecy regulations would 
not be modified. 

The worried bankers had called 
for today’s meeting following a 
modest outflow of funds after 
recent attempts by France and 
West Gennany to pressure toe 
Grand Duchy to reduce its role 
as an international tax haven. 

But. according to the sources, 
the movement of capital out of 
the Grand Duchy last week, par- 
ticularly toward Switzerland, has 
now virtually ceased. 

Luxembourg has more liberal 
tax laws, especially for holding 
companies, tofm some of its Com- 
mon Market partners, and France 
and West Germany complained 
that national fiscal revenue jn 
being lost to the Grand Duchy. 

Mr. Werner told the bankers 
that Luxembourg would not take 
any unilateral action to modify 
its tax laws. AH changes would 
be in the framework of EEC fis- 
cal harmonization and would ap- 
ply to all member states, he said. 

He also confirmed that the 
Grand Duchy was ready to send 
a top official to France and Ger- 
many to explain aspects of exist- 
ing legislation they were uncer- 
tain about.

Pieced together from various 
sources, here Is the story of how 
the bogus insurance apparently 
was created: 

• Equity Funding Life bad 
what has been termed the most 
sophisticated computer book- 
keeping system in the insurance 
industry. Through computers, 
the company kept running In- 
formation on all its business. 

• Sometime between 1969 and 
1970, a decision was reached by 
certain officers of Equity Funding 
Life and its parent firm to begin 
‘•manufacturing** policies for 
resale to other insurance com- 
panies at 180 percent of the first 
year’s premium. Why the de- 
cision was made Is still uncertain, 
but reliable sources brace it to a 
continual shortage at the parent 
firm. 

Bogus insurance would provide 
a direct infusion of cash without 
payment of commissions or other 
Tees, the sources say. 

• The computers were rigged 
by certain company officials so 
that all phony insurance business 
would have a special computer 
“key" known only to them. The 
officials always knew the exact 
status of their business, sources 
charge, but when an outside 
auditor attempted to check up on 
policies, the computer would feed 
out information only on the good 
insurance 

• Investigators have determin- 
ed that “deaths” gwi^ng the fic- 
titious policyholders of Equity 
Funding Life— invented to collect 
benefits— were not as numerous 
as first believed. No figures have 
yet been released. 

Keeping phony insurance on 
the computer was simple once 
the system was devised, sources 
said, but “manufacturing” a death 
was a good deal more cumber- 
some. 

• Most of the bogus insurance 
wap allowed to lapse after the 
first year, but Equity Funding 
was still liable, under its agree- 
ment with other Insurance com- 
panies, to pay the second year's 
premiums. 

This situation, investigators 
pointed out. created a vicious 
circle— toe first year of a bogus 
policy created a quick cash Infu- 
sion equal to 80 percent or more 
of the policy's premiums, but the 
second year would require a full 
premium payment to toe rein- 
surance company. 

That meant, the sources charge, 
that Equity Funding Life had to 
continue increasing toe amount 
of phony insurance on its books 
to pay the premiums on the ear- 
lier bogus policies as they came 
due. 

Meanwhile, in New York, of- 
ficials of the New York Stock Ex- 
change spent “several hours" yes- 
terday interviewing Raymond L. 
Dirks, a security analyst who un- 
covered the apparent fraud early 
in March after receiving a tele- 
phone tip f rom a learner Equity 
Funding employee. Mr. Dirks, a 
senoir vice-president of Delafield, 
Childs Inc., who is considered an 
expert on Insurance stocks, made 
his own investigation and told 
several large institutional clients 
to sell their holdings. Some fol- 
lowed his advice and others did 
not. 

The NYSE session reportedly 
focused on toe question of wheth- 
er Mr. Dirks, who also informed 
the Securities and E x c h a n ge Com- 
mission later, violated e x chan g e 
rules by trading cm “inside in- 
formation”— material facts about 
a company which, are not known 
to the general public. Mr. Dirks 
tstified today *t an SEC hearing.

General Electric reported 
that' it earned $114.4 million, or 
63 cents a share, on sales of $2.55 
billion. Profits were up 105 per- 
cent tram the year-ago quarter’s 
$1035 million, or 57 cents a share, 
and turnover registered a 14.8 
percent gain from $2.22 billion. 

RCA profits showed a 42 per- 
cent gain on a 95 percent rise in 
revenues. The company earned 
$51.7 million, or 54 cents a share, 
on sales of $1.01 billion, compared 
to toe year-ago net of $365 mil- 
lion, or 47 cents a share, on sales 
of Q24.9 million. 

Operating profits at JF. Morgan 
& Co. rose 195 percent from the 
year-ago period to $3553 million, 
or 97 cents a share. Profits after 
securities operations totaled $35.02 
million, or 96 cents a share, a gain 
of 135 percent. 

Deposits at toe bank rose 48 
percent to $1359 billion and assets 
were up 43 percent at $1752 billion.

NEW YORK, April 10 (AP- 
DJ).— At least eight metals com- 
panies from around the world are 
negotiating to use a new non- 
polluting process developed by 
Anaconda Co. for getting copper 
out of its ore. 

John B. M. Place. Anaconda 
president, would not identify the 
concerns, but he said Anaconda 
was considering both licensing ar- 
rangements and participation In 
projects employing the extraction 
method, which uses a chemical 
Instead of heat to draw out the 
copper. 

The announcement was made 
by Mr. Place yesterday at what 
most of the mining concern's 
officers agreed was Anaconda's 
first press conference in recent 
memory. 

Plans to build a plant using 
the chemical process were dis- 
closed in January. Anaconda said 
it was building a $25- million plant 
to work in conjunction with its 
smelter in Montana. Construction 
of the 36,000-tan-a-year plant 
has begun and is scheduled for 
completion by the end of 1974. 

In addition. Anaconda said it 
has entered an agreement with 
the BatteUe Manorial Institute, 
an Independent, non-profit re- 
rearch organization, to build a 
$175,000 pilot plant to Ohio. 


The plant would be used to 
test the applicability of the chem- 
ical treatment to ores produced 
by other mining companies. The 
decision to build the plant, Mr. 
Place said, resulted from a “major 
initial impact to the nonferrous 
industry" after the announcement 
of the process to January. 

Many UK. copper producers axe 
faced with stiff pollution laws in 
toe Western mining states to con- 
trol heavy sulphur-dioxide emis- 
sions from heat-process smelters. 
The Anaconda process uses an 
ammonia-based “leach" that does 
not produce any air polluting 
emissions. 

This would seem to Indicate 
some interest in the method from 
major producers. Mr. Place said 
that the company was negotiat- 
ing mainly with companies devel- 
oping new projects, not with any- 
body considering phasing out an 
old-fashioned smelter. 

In Anaconda's own case, it 
seems clear that the process has 
not eliminated the company's feud 
with Montana pollution author- 
ities. State law requires a 90 per- 
cent emission control by the end 
of June. Mr. Place said that Ana- 
conda “hasn't agreed to meet toe 
standards yet" and that negotia- 
tions, presumably for some sort of 
variance, are under way with 
Montana officials.

At a recent bridge festival in 
Tel Aviv, the winners of the 
final event, a team competition, 
scored heavily ou the diagramed 
deal thanks to a good, opening 
lead at ace table and good play 
at tile other. 

Both teams reached six spades 
and West was on lead after the 
auction shown, which began 
with an Acol two-bid showing a 
strong distributional hand worth 
eight or nine tricks. He made a 
good decision by leading a heart, 
dummy's second suit. 

South was not inclined to risk 
immediate defeat by taking the 
heart finesse, and even if be had 
done so his slam would have 
failed. In practice he took the 
heart ace, led to the spade ace 
and ruffed a diamond. The ap- 
pearance of die diamond queen 
showed that the suit would not 
break well, and he did well to 
emerge with 11 tricks. 

In the replay, the opening lead 
was the club ten, and the jack 
was played from dummy. It was 
very hard for Bast to know that 
the winning defense was a heart 
right into the jaws of dummy's 
A-Q. a play that would have 
broken a vital communication 
line for South. In practice, East 


returned a club, and South took 
full advantage of his opportunity. 

He discarded a diamond, won 
with the club king in dummy, 
cashed the spade queen and led. 
to his ace. A diamond ruff was

Autobiography-First Draft. Journal . 

By W- B. Yeats. Transcribed and edited by Denis Donoghu 
. Macmillan. 31S pp. Illustrated. 9735.

F 'S difficult to guess how eu- 
t*rtainint or enlightening even 


A tertaining or enlightening even 
a moderately engaged reader 
will find these “Memoirs” of the 
poet Willtom Butler Teats. Cer- 
tainly it will rivet Ms attention 
at least momentarily to read to 
part yx i ir of the section called 
-Autobiography." •*?. was tortured 
by sexual desire and had been 
for many years. I have often 
said to myself that some day 
I would put it all down in a 
book C?o] that some young man 
of talent might not think as I did 
that my shame was mine al o ne." 
Certainly it wfll satisfy certain 
readers' curiosities to learn some 
of the more specific and intimate 
details of Yeats's long and stormy 
relationship with Mand Gcnne — - 
for instance,, that at one point 
“a horrible stoiy circulated every- 
where [that] I had been [her] 
lover, and there had been an 
illegal operation and I had been 
present during the operation." 
Or that when the barriers be- 
tween Yeats and Gonne seemed 
finally ■ about to fall, she turned 
away because “I have a horror 
and terror of physical love,** and 
he did not press his cause be- 
cause “I am too exhausted; 1 
can do no more." 

* And certainly it will prove a 
relief to many to learn from, 
these fragments— for fragments 
they are— that the poet waj not 
quite the solemn, humorless figure 
that history has .inadvertently 
passed down to us— that Yeats 
had an eye for the absurd and 
ludicrous, .not only in his ac- 
quaintances. but in himself; that, 
for instance, he could go on at 
great length in one entry to his 
“Journal” offering exquisite rea- 
sons why he should not “change 
the Constitution of tile United 
Arts Club so as to make the Club 
more vigorous" and then later 
scribble across this entry the 
wards: “Was not able to resist. 
Did transform it after all." 

But despite such tidbits, and 
numerous others equally tasty, 
these “Memoirs" cannot be read 
except through a series of mirrors: 
murkily. For you see — or at least 
you will see If you pay careful 
attention to what follows— the 
first half of this volume consists 
of an “Autobiography” covering 
th* decade beginning In 1887 
(when Yeats was 23 years ddj, 
which .Yeats recorded strictly from 
memory some 25 years later and 
then sealed up with a covering 
•note that they were “not for 
publication now if ever.*. 

The second half of the volume 
fa made up of a “Journal" begun 
by .Yeats in 1908 and kept inter- 
mittently (Increasingly «o as the 
years passed) until 1930— so that 


much of the second half of tc 
book was written before the lc 
half was; yet it covers events th 
occurred following those recon 
ed in tile first half. And 
to further confuse the tonocc 
reader— much of the material 
both halves was absorbed to ui 
ferent form, into sections 
Yeats's “Autobiographies'* (plea 
note the plural here as distin 
from the singular aforementlooi 
■■ Autobiography"), which to lie 
were written before.' during, ai 
. after the materials to the presa 
volume were set down. 

In short, these “Memoirs." whi 
ably transcribed from Yeats's a 
most indecipherable handwnm 
script and painstakingly azmota 
cd by editor Denis " Donoghu 
remain small pieces of a lar 
puzzle. And while they will ui 
daubtedly be of Intense curias 
to readers steeped to Yeats's li 
and works, they will prove i 
only spotty interest to the gener 
reader. 

For the general reader, L' 
writing here is too sollpslstic ar 
vague to its references to chn 
nology and locale- For the gei 
era-1 reader, there a re far ti 
many confusing passages dealic 
with Irish politics, the Cck 
revival, Yeats's turgid mystics 
beliefs, and his astrological fc 
fluences. (Many of the entra 
in the “Journal" contain quen 
ions references to loss of temp? 
quarrels, or general mood ices 
followed by revelations that “ila 1 
[was] to opposition to Saliu 1 
radically” or “the progress 
Moon" which, presumably, & 
plain everything.) And for tz- 
general reader, it is simply irrlxa 
ing to have to keep cbeckia 
Prof. Donoghue’s footnotes t 
keep even a semblance of nan^ 
five coherence flowing. 

I don't mean to dismiss th 
volume entirely. It is true tfy 
again and «pwn. frem out of tl; 
murk, there emerges interests 
portraits of Yeats’s contempt 
raxies— figures like Oscar WPd 
Lionel Johnson, Arthur Symce 
George W. Bussell (AE>, Joty 
Millin gton Synge, and Lady Grep 
ory. Again and again, we e, 
counter revealing passages t. 
Yeats's conception of ma^' a 
symbolism, tragedy, aristocrat, 
and national character.. Agz 
and again, we can trace tl 
metamorphosis of experience ict 
thought, of thought into Imager 
of Imagery into poetry. . 

Yet despite Its appealing tl'J 
Yeats'S “Memabs” is not a Yohra 
to be read In a vacuum.

Kirk asked the New Zealand 
Rugby Union to inform the South 
African Rugby Board that the 
invitation to the Springboks must 
be deferred until the South Afri- 
cans pick a team “on a genuine 
basis of merit." 

In a letter to the New Zealand 
Rugby Uuion ordering the post- 
ponement, Kirk said: 

"The government does not be- 
lieve it to be in the larger In- 
terest of New Zealand to receive 
a team selected on a racially dis- 
criminatory basis. Xt is clear there 
is no possibility in the time avail- 
able far a South African team to 
be selected on a genuine basis of 
merit to tour New Zealand this 
year nor is there any indication 
that even if there were time, the 
South African government is at 
present prepared to permit the 
selection .of a team on that basis. 

"The government, therefore, 
sees no alternative, pending the 
selection on a genuine merit basis, 
to the postponement of the tour. 
Regretfully X am compelled to 
require the New Zealand Rugby 
Union to inform the South Afri- 
can Rugby Board that its invita- 
tion mast be deferred.

The Lust for Gold 
And the Loss of Art 


By Michael Gibson 

OARIS, April 10 f IHT) Pizano heard 
r rumors of a land rich to gold— El Do- 
rado— somewhere to the north of Peru. 
Three parties of soldiers, led by Quesada, 
Belalcazar and Federmann, set out inde- 
pendently to discover and subdue it. 

They wound up in three different regions 
of what is now Colombia where they dis- 
covered many small groups of people who 
made jewelry and objects of gold. It now 
appears that the gold was panned out of 
rivers, but the Spaniards were looking for 
minfrg and did not find any. 

As was their habit, the conquistadors 
grabbed aU they could lay their bands on 
— the jewelry of the living and some plun- 
dered from the dead— and melted it Into 
gold bars which they shipped back to 
Spain. 

Almost to the present day. the lust for 
gold has remained a constant cause of 
relentless spoliation of graves and other 
archaeological sites and of the destruction 
of the objects thus found by melting them 
down for the value of the metal. 

Toward the end of the 19th century, col- 
lectors began taking an interest in the 
objects themselves, but it was only in 1936 
that the Bank of the Republic of Colombia 
started buying pieces at the official rate 
for gold. In 1939, a bonus was added be- 
cause the best pieces were still leaving the 
country and others were still being de- 
stroyed. 

This decision was responsible for the 
creation of the Gold Museum of Bogota 
which today owns 15,000 specimens of pre- 
Columbian goldsmithing— the biggest in 
existence. 

142 Pieces 

A selection of 142 representative pieces 
Is now on display at the Petit Palais in 
Paris i to June 25). 

The history and art of this part of South 
America are perhaps less familiar to ns 
than are those of Mexico and the Inca 
empire. Political unity had not been 


achieved here as it had In those countries 
and the conquest, while probably as sinister 
in Its effect, was not as much of ah epic. 

Six different peoples who worked gold 
according to various techniques (including 
hammered gold foil and lost wax! are rep- 
resented in this exhibition, and all show 
distinctive styles. 

The Chibcha (or Muisca), who lived on 
the Altiplano near the geographical center 
of the present country, had the most 
complex social structure and. at the time 
of the conquest, were involved In a process 
of unification through warfare. The lost- 
wax figurines and jewelry they produced 
have an awkward and imaginative charm, 
but they show little of the technical finesse 
and remarkable power of formal abstrac- 
tion one finds in the work of the western 
neighbors of the Chibcha, the Quimbaya. 
Here the human figure evolves to a highly 
stylized construction, a symbolic abstract 
pattern. 

A certain formal stylization is also char- 
acteristic of the two Tolima pieces to be 
seen here— pectoral ornaments in the shape 
of a winged figure with a human face. The 
Tolima lived to the south of Chibcha 
country. 

Farther still to the west, on the Pacific 
Coast, the inhabitants of the Calima region 
produced masks of hammered gold plate, 
and ornaments of various kinds includi ng 
exceedingly large nose pendants and ear- 
rings, all of them rather flimsy In appear- 
ance. 

Neighbors 

The Sinu, who lived on the Caribbean 
coast, were gifted goldsmiths with a repu- 
tation n raong their neighbors for their 
remarkable jewelry. They had, according 
to the Spaniards, temples that could hold 
1,000 people and the figures of their gods 
were covered with slivers of gold. In Paris 
they are represented by four fen-shaped 
earrings of almost lace-like delicacy. 

The Talrona, their neighbors to the 
northeast, created the only large cities in 
the country, with thousands of houses and

buildings of stone. Their jewelry is for- 
mally intricate and baroque, although ele- 
gant pieces of considerable simplicity are 
also to be seen. 

AH the items on display are. of course 
quite craaTi and the exhibition Itself fins 
only four rooms in the Petit Palais. The 
142 works out of a collection of 15,000 ca n, 
I suspect, only give a hint of what is to 
be seen in Bogota. Colombia, furthermore, 
>ma only been scratched by prof e s s i on al 
archaeologists, much remains to be dis- 
covered. 

An exhibition such as this one arouses 
interest more than satisfying it — but that is 
already an accomplishment. There is 
something touching about these ess&pees 
from five centuries of destruction, and 
t antalizing to* the mind is the fact that 
they are mere vestiges of crvflfzatians about 
which little is known with certainty today 
and some of which were contemporary to 
Minoan Crete.
